others remained upon the bank throwing 
atones at him. At tliia criais in Millor'a 
history Mr. Jno. Garvin, who had a con- 
tract at tunnel work below Hope, ap- 
peared in a boat and forgetting all danger 
lo himself uiuid a shower of atones 
reached Miller and tiaiiiedjiim into the 
boat and started fur Maria Island. Just 
then two shots wei-e fired from tho Ghina- 
mon on tho bank, tho halls striking tlie 
water close to the boat. Finally the boat 
reached the Island and landed Miller who 
remained there nearly two days when 
he came up to Yale. Mr. Garvin having 
headed his boat up the river was followed 
for two miles by the excitqd mob, but got 
aw.iy safe. So far no arrests have been 
made, and none may be, for like the late 
driving off a foroinaii at Port iMoody it 
may bo considered a small affair. It is 
understood that the r.iilwiay company 
prefer keeping the Chinamen to work to 
upholdiMg the law — the discharging of 
an important witness, (Green), before the 
last as.iize here gives strength to the re- 
port.
